DEMAND 
FOR 
EXPENSIVE 
WOODS. 


W hat a 
Healer Say s o n the Subject. 
French W alnut, Ebo ny and Ko sewo d. 
“The finest and costliest wood imp orted to 
this country Is French walnut,” said a Brook­ 
lyn lumber dealer to a rep orter. “The de­ 
mand for fine woods is increasing yearly. 
Walnut which is sup p osed to Ik? -imp orted 
from France ia reality comes from oriental 
countries. It is very exp ensive and will l>ear 
no wasting. Of course, many imitations of 
the wood are in the market, but they can 
quickly be detected by the exp ert. Exp ensive 
and fine woods come to this country in logs. 
The logs ore first p laced in cellars, where they 
are subjected to the action of steam until 
they become quite soft. They are then p laced 
under the sharp est kind of a knife and shaved 
ofT into thick or thin slices, whichever may 
be desired. 
For veneers the sheets thus 
shaved are 1-175 of an inch in width. It is 
only when the wood is soft and p liable that 
the shaving p rocess can be carried out. If 
the wood was cold and hard it would be im­ 
p ossible to shave it into tlio thin p ieces de­ 
sired. The extremely thin sheet« are used 
for p icture frames.” 
“Wbat is the value of French walnut?” 
“Fine sp ecimens of the wood have come as 
high as $2 a round. Ebony is, p erhap s, as 
costly as French walnut It often brings os 
much os $300 a ton, that is, of course, p rovid­ 
ing the wood is of the finest quality. Five 
dollars a p ound is often asked and received 
for excep tionally fine p ieces. Rosewood and 
mahogany are p op ular woods and are always 
in demand. The beet mahogany comes from 
San Domingo. 
Rosewood is worth from 
three to six cents a p ound. For choice cabi­ 
net work imp orted woods are the best, but 
many p ieces of furniture are made from na­ 
tive woods such as ash, map le and block wal­ 
nut. In many houses of the wealthy fine im­ 
p orted woods are used for flooring. Exp en­ 
sive! Well, yes, but men don’t figure the 
cost when the things they p ay for beautify 
their homes. 
Many Brooklynites whom I 
might name hav e whole floors covered with 
jiarquet work or wood flooring. This kind of 
flooring is well enough in summer, but in 
winter it is very cold. Such kind of flooring 
makes halls and vestibules very attractive.”— 
Brooklyn Eagle Interview. 


AN AMERICAN ABROAD. 


Pro ud o f His Own Co untry « —Ho w He 
Stirred Up a Ked H eaded Englism nn. 
“Those fellows over there don’t know how 
to get up newsp ap ers,” said State Senator 
Cullen the other day, sp eaking of his exp eri­ 
ence across the briny.

see the p eop le edge away from me when they 
saw I wus reading a New York p ap er. But

Those

that everybody would know their ‘standing.’ 
“I was riding one day in a car in England 
with my comp anion, a Third avenue p lumber, 
and we were talking about that blarsted 
country, when a red headed Englishman, 
with a coat of arms on his sleeve, sitting next 
to me, sp oke up and said: ‘I am Sir James 
Sp ence.’ I looked at him in disgust and re­ 
p lied, striking my breast: ‘I am a New 
Yorker.’ I went on talking to my comp anion, 
when p rotty soon ho sp oke up again: *1 am 
Sir James Sp enoe.’ I said: ‘W hydoyousay 
to me you are Sir Jarnea Sp ence! I am an 
American, and I don’t understand such talk.’ 
Well, he sp oko up defiantly: ‘Sir, I would 
have you understand I am Sir James Sp ence, 
and that you must resp ect my rank.’ Now, 
that made me mad, and I said: ‘I am a New 
Yorker, and I don’t car© who you are. I have 
been looking everywhere to see if I could find 
a gun that you had taken from us, but I don’t 
find one anywhere. You can see guns cap ­ 
tured from the English in almost any Ameri­ 
can city.’ I got him stirred up , and he began 
to talk about the English navy and our ‘tubs.’ 
Things began to get interesting, and I was 
just about to wip e up the floor with S-i-r 
J-a-m-e-s S-p -e-n-c-e when the train stop p ed 
at a station and he got out.” —New York 
News “Wayside Notes.”

It may be of intnre■: t to know th at in one 
coun try, and the largest one a t that, there 
are tie lawyers. 
The methods of reach in ; a 
conclusion i;i questions of law in the Chinese 
emp ire are iierhap s too direct an d sp eedy to 
re-quire the intervention of th at p rofession. 
There* is no trial by jury and no continued 
eases or lung accum ulated dockets. 
There 
arts no circuit« or sp ecially convened courts 
to 
diqiosc of accum ulatin g causes. 
Tlio 
coun try is divided into throe jurisdiction al 
districts, with a judiejal head for each, and 
tin v* in turn are nulvlivided into smeller dis­ 
tricts, with local resident m agistrates, who 
rod le jx'rrnanently 
in the courts, or “ya 
mens,” as they are called, and nr© ready a t 
any hour of the day or night, the year round, 
to hear and decide an y an d all eases, 
civil 
and criminal, that may come up . 
T h e re are no <*stablished jiolioo ap art from 
he arm y and navy. All cities are inclosed 
in s u b s ta n tia l walls with four gates, or en­ 
tra n c e s , and these are cloned at 0 o’clock at 
night, and a guard of soldiers p laced on duty 
to p revent any one from p assing in or out 
without a p assp ort. Every citizen has the 
right to arrest an offender on the sp ot, and it 
is no uncommon sight to see a commotion in 
the street caused by a merchant, or shop man, 
leading some luckless devil to the office of the 
mandarin, or magistrate, to lodge a com­ 
p laint, which consists simp ly in relating the 
transgression of the defendant. 
The magistrate immediately convenes court 
and asks the defendant to exp lain himself. If 
he doe s not at oiks * confess, which is generally 
the case, a p rocess of the most rigid direct 
questioning brings out the story. If the wit­ 
ness does not talk with a fluent tongue a lit­ 
tle stimulant is administered in the ante-room 
in the shajie of a well seasoned bamboo ap ­ 
p lied not infrequently on the bare back. This 
never falls to elicit the facts in the cu.se. Such 
jienalty as Is judged p ro|jer is then p ro­ 
nounced and executed on the sp ot There? is 
no anneal. 
t 
LOCKED IN T H E “CAKOUE." 
The most common eases are those of p etty 
p ilfering, and the p enalty in such cast« con­ 
sists in a given numl*er of lashes and 
many 
days in the “cangue.” This is a square wooden 
yoke, about two fret across, with an op ening 
In the center to fit around the neck. 
This is 
adjusted and locked, and a wax seal is affixed 
in such a way that tho yoke cannot be re 
moved without breaking the seal. The con­ 
vict is then required to p atrol the locality of 
his crime for the required time, say thirty to 
sixty days, at the end of which term he re­ 
turns to the “court,” and the seal is exam­ 
ined and, if all right, removed. There are no 
jails, and it ivoulfi tie worth a man’s life to 
tamp er with the real or attemp t to escap e. It 
is a common sight in any Chinese city to see 
these men, with sullen, subdued countenances, 
standing idly on the streets, the unwelcome 
cynosure of p assers by. 
Collection of debt« is not under the cogni­ 
sance of the courts. If a man sells goods on 
credit he takes his chances of getting his p ay. 
A strictly cash basis in all commercial 
transactions is the result. The credit system 
is p racticed only where the fullest confidence 
is felt, and credits even then are low, and one 
failure to p ay destroys one’s chances for any 
future credit. The “sitting out” method of 
collecting small debts is p racticed. I went 
three different times in the course of one day 
to a shoe mender to get my boot cobbled, and 
the shoemaker was absent and a stranger sat 
sp eechless and glum in the shoemaker’s bench* 
Urgent ap p eals to the lady of the house 
elicited the information that her “old man” 
owed the farmer a little bill and he was wait­ 
ing for his money—and he waited until the 
debtor p aid him in order to get rid of him. 
When controversies arise as to the dividing 
line between estates, ap p lication is made to 
the magistrate, who sends a committee of his 
official attaches, of whom every officer has a 
score or more, who inquire into the case, and 
if the case is comp licated they most generally 
strike a general average and p lant corner 
stones which are p ainted white; and this de­ 
cision is final. There is no ap p eal. 
CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
Cap ital p unishment is the severest p enalty 
for malefactors, and, as far as I was enabled 
to discover, there was no sp ecified degrees or 
classes of crimes which fell under its p ro­ 
visions, its enforcement dep ending more on 
the whim of the officer and the general sur­ 
roundings than up on the crime p er se. 
Willful murder, p iracy and confirmed thieves 
fall under the headsman’s ax. Infanticide, 
however, is not included as murder. The 
p arent, by Chinese law, has the right of life 
over his own child. Hence, the p ractice of 
female infanticide. 
Adultery fails under the life p enalty at tho 
will of the aggrieved p arty. Thus, a husband 
detecting his wife in adultery can go to the 
magistrate and demand the cap ital p unish­ 
ment of one or both p arties to tho crime; or, 
he may take the lives of the offenders himself 
and not be amenable if ho can p rove the fact. 
If, however, ho fails to substantiate the crime 
alleged, he is held guilty of murder and p un­ 
ished accordingly. 
Cup ital p unishment can be met by p roxy 
and the law l>o satisfied. It is not uncom­ 
mon, therefore, when a man of money is sen­ 
tenced to death that he can by the use of 
money secure a stay of p roceedings long 
enough to obtuin a substitute. This is done 
by making an offer of 100, 200 or more hun­ 
dred “taels” (ounces of silver, about 133 1-3 
cents, our standard) for a substitute. Some 
imp ecunious family, often having 200 or 
300 male members, as the p atriarchal p lan of 
domestic economy p revails, will agree among 
themselves that they will furnish a substitute 
for the p roffered sum. 
Lot is then cast to 
determine the victim, and the doomed man 
accep ts his fate with stoical indifference up on 
the ultra p redestination theory that his time 
has come, else the lot would not have fallen 
to him individually. He accordingly p resents 
himself to the court and the convicted man 
dies by p roxy, while the family of the de­ 
ceased enjoy the p roceeds of the arrange 
ment.—Ben Ton in Columbia Jurist.

They are a m» >st wonderful fieop le and, aside 
from all their traits—tho simp licity, kindness 
and honesty that so win one—they command 
one’s highest resp ect for what they have ac­ 
comp lished in a country where the odds are 
all against them. They are as democratic by 
instinct as if they lived in America. They 
have no aristocracy, tolerate no class distinc­ 
tions, and feudalism and landlordism are un­ 
known. They have a hearty contemp t for 
kings and p rinces and the shows of courts, 
and chafe under the union with Sweden that 
binds them in allegiance to a king—bound 
and held by an indep endent constitution and 
a p arliament of its own, os this figurehead 
king of Norway is. 
The p oorest Norwegian farmer owns his 
own p iece of ground and shakes hands 
familiarly with p rince or beggar, although 
his Norwegian hand shaking is not to Ik? com­ 
mended us an agrceablo custom. If you give 
your p ostb oy, or your boatman, or any one 
an extra krone, he tip s his cap anil shakes 
your hand, and there is no escap e from the 
courtesy. 
The Norwegian boys are or.rly 
taught to be self-reliant and indep endent, a:.d 
in the country districts urchins of 7 and 9 
years of age accomp any a traveler as 
skydsgnt, or p ostboy, and drive a string of 
horses home. The p eop le aro all well edu­ 
cated, can read and write, and intellectually 
are brighter and quicker than those other 
Scandinavians, the Swedes and Danes.—Nor­ 
way Cor.
